A.I tliu "liapiiy pair" were to start 
nimosi ininiciliali'ly for tlie Continent, 
these di.'iinoiids, iiielosed in a ciwe, wore 
bust ly iiiiekeil in a traveling bag, which 
the briili''a travelinjt maid was never to 
let out li. 1 sij;hl. On arriviii},' at I'ai'is 
till' liaj; wivs ii]i|iareutly intaei; but on 
(i]irnin;; tlie jewel-case, the tiara wns 
missino;. Clearly, it must have been 
cli'V. rly lAlrurtiul from (ho ease while 
lyin;; in tin' lu iil ''^ ilrcs^iii;;-n)oni, tliii 
empty ease tlien being placed in the 
Img. Who bad stolon. uie CoqntosH' 
diamonds? Tim uuiid, the bride's 
liiollim', ami ii volin;,'er lirotlicr liaii 
liloiH'. as far as il was known, enlci'ed 
the room where, tlie jewels were lying. 
I don't minil saying I hod some dll- 
(lenity In believin>f that a bona fide rob- 
in rv lll'l lii'iin eomniitted.

(111 the chiinoo of lind'n; hall iloor^ left 
open and property Foihswitat loosely : 
guarded? 

1 had not thouslit of -ui h athing serl- 1 
Ollsly liefore; lail il se.'iue l now to tsian ! 
idea wortii f'lllowin;/ u)i. One' in ire I 
resiimeii iii'iu'rles, Willi »a~ th ' li >el ir 
Miinmoned in the eas ' of ih ' l)'iwa;;i'r 
LailyA.? I eas'ly iiseert liai il. It wa; 
one of the h'st k'lowii men, at Ih il 
time, in l^ndiiii. He and his liroiigliani 
would 1x1 faniil'ar to every tli'ef who 
fri (luenf 'd West End thoroiijiiifar 'S. I 
ni'xl iiiipi red at Colonel C.'s. To my 
salisfaet on, I learnt tliat tlu' .sirne duo- 
tor liad attended in this case.

Jiut - and it Was tiiat lint 
aloiu' ,\v liii'Ii tioiililed liiiii sappiis.' lie 
slio'lihl have to wait years and years - 
siippo'o, OS tlioce years went' by, he 
should see the color pale oii tiie face he 
liivi'il; tlh' lir';rliiiie8S fade froiu tliu oycf 
lie ili'lif;'ntril t'l ;;a/.o into— suppose 'lii.s 
long years of waiting Were iniirketi in 
tlie lines oil Ills w'f'!'s young face 
— sapimsc when tlio gohleii gati\s of for- 
tune tiew oiMin, lie luionld mid it wa.<- 
too late ! 

How long I Fat dreaming in Dr. 
Wi'.-.l's room. 1 know not; lint it is cer- 
tain I must liave fallen asleep liefore 
the er.ie'din r I'lu'.i 'I S. Wliim 1 awoke. 
I foaiiil iiiy-i'lf ill all Imt darkness. Tlie 
gas liail ii.'i II lowered, ami only a lliek- 
eriii;; ^'iow from tlie liyinj; life re- 
iiiained to east drear liiid fantastic 
shadows on the coiling. Many liours 
must have passed, t niilst liavo been 
forgotten when tli" siM'vant« refred to 
rest, and Dr. West either had not re- 
turned, or had not lie-m niaiij aware of 
niy presence.

onlv drain alwut one-third the distance 
atthe lower end." I learned lliat he 
pat the tile in witliont having water to 
grade, and did not level his ditch. I 
advised him to put -cvcij ineh where ho 
had three-inch, and ]iiit them in twicoas 
deep nnd grade liy wati'r. I think I 
would bo safe in saying that one-half to 
one-third of all the tile that has been put 
In to the present timo will have to bo 
taken up and laid more perfectly. Not 
until witliin the last few years hove tile 
been put in any thing like deep enough, 
and eepeeially.that which was put in 
first; the drains wore mostly not griuied 
—a great many supposed that Iho forco 
of the water would keep them washed 
out whether it was gradou or not; but 
after a few years they found that the 
throe-inch tile, pnt down one and one- 
half feet deep across the ten-aore field, 
did not thoroiighly drain tht wbols

Also llie citi- 
i/.ciis are to II aiisl'er all bonds and 
stoek bold by tlieiii by reason of tlic 
money paid, and the city of Clarks- 
villu lias cxeentcd its bonds lo the 
amount of 1(50,000, G i>er cent., for 
whlchjho road is to give a return of 
4 per cent., preferred stock. All such 
guarantees, fUnd* and Mooks are (o 
bo placed in (be hand* of Mr. D. A. 
Itobttrtsott, of Louisville, as trustee, 
to hold and turn over (o the C. ft O., 
when the coutractof that company is 
complied with, and for this couslder- 
alion the C. & 0.|is bound by contract 
to complete (be I. A. ft T. to Prince- 
ton, a lirst-ciass stsndsrd guage road, 
lo be operated as part of the Newport 
News and Mississippi Valley system.
